SUBJECT: Weekly Activities Report No. 25 

21-25 June 1971 


1. James Byrnes, Deputy Director for Management, 
Foreign Service Institute, has written a letter to ISS stating 
that FSI is currently developing tuition rates for Fiscal 
Year 1972. Mr. Byrnes is requesting an estimate of 
CIA's requirements for FSI training in the next fiscal year. 

He wants detailed information including training input by 
course and date, type of language training (tutorial, high 
intensity, early morning, dependent, or regular), as well 
as anticipated starting dates and duration. Mr. Byrnes 
attached a tentative schedule of courses and a revised 
"FSI Admissions Policy and Procedure" paper. Also 
included in the projection is the training schedule for the 
Vietnam Training Center which includes the following courses: 
Basic Course, District Operations Course (includes 12 weeks 
of Vietnamese language). Province Senior Advisor Course 
(includes 27 weeks of Vietnamese), and Vietnamese Language
